“Total abstinent re is the only safe 
and w ise course to pursue. 
“Although the wages in the liquor 
industry arc among the best, yet the

of 
exploitation 
is 
greater 
than in any other phase of the capi­ 
talist system. In addition to the ex­ 
ploitation of labor in the production 
of alcoholic liquors, the liquor traf- 
! fie still further exploits labor in the 
excessive charge w’hen the liquor is 
retailed to the consumer, and, what 
is worst of all, exploits the working 
class thyo'ugh the evil effects result­ 
ing from the use and abuse of alco­ 
holic drinks. 
“The socialst party can not remain 
indifferent or inactive,* but 
should 
take a definite 
position 
and active 
part in combating the evils of alco­ 
holism. 
“In regard 
to 
the 
restriction of 
personal liberty, 
the comntittee can 
not wholly approve 
of 
the opinion 
held by those 
who 
use this argu­ 
ment. 
For 
while 
there are certain 
personal rights that should be invio­ 
late, yet there are others that must 
give way if the common interest re­ 
quires it.” 
The committee is iii favor of rec­ 
ompense in the abolition of the liqu­ 
or traffic, and urged that 
the ques­ 
tion finally be referred to the entire 
party for decision.

St. Louis, Mo., May 15.— W hat is 


said to be the largest filtration plant 
in the world was dedicated today at 
the Chain of Rocks, the site of tho 
St. Louis city water works on the 
Mississippi river at the extreme north­ 
ern end of the city. 
The filtration plant cost $1,300,000, 
and is so large that 150,000,000 gal­ 
lons of water can pass through it 
every twenty-four hours, 
absolutely 
pure: and in case of emergency this 
can be increased to 200,000,000 gal­ 
lons. 
The opening of the filtratoin plant 
is the last step deemed necessary for 
years to come to assure St. Louis of 
clear wmter. 
The city’s water is tak­ 
en from the muddy Misissippi river, 
and first is given a chemical treat­ 
ment that precipitates the solids and 
foreign 
matter. 
The 
wrater 
then 
passes through a series 
of 
settling 
basins, from w hich it emerges clear. 
For years this system was sufficient 
to assure the city clear water, but as 
the demands for water grew' with the 
growth of the city, it was noticed that 
in hot w eal her or when the river was 
unusually muddy, 
the 
water 
was 
drawn through the settling basins so 
fast that it poured out of the faucets 
slightly discolored. 
The great sand 
filter 
then 
w'as 
built. 
The water now' will pass from 
the settling basins into the filter, and 
thence into the mains. 
The filter, it 
is believed by engineers, will assure 
the people of St. 
Louis 
absolutely 
clear water throughout 
the 
hottest 
weather. 
For years St. Louis struggled with 
the problem of clarifying the muddy 
river water, and when the settling pro­ 
cess was devised it attracted attention 
in engineering circles throughout the 


world.

Ravenel, professor of bacter­ 
iology and preventive medicine at the 
University, said that m ary of the dis­ 
orders of the digestive tract, such as 
dysentery, diarrhoea ann cholera in­ 
fantum, w'ere due to dirty and spoiled 
milk. 
“ Much of this dirt,”

Ravenel, “ comes from the stable and 
is mtade up in large part of intestinal 
discharges of the

herself.

some cases disease germs, like tuber­

County Agent S. M. Jordan Tells of 
Hessian Fly and Chinch Bug 


“Chinch Bug Medicine.’’ 
Not very much can be done th at is 
a t all practical to help the wheat sit­ 
uation so far as chinch bugs and H es­ 
ston fly at this tim e are concerned. 
Our greatest concern is for the good 
of our corn crop, which is the great 
m ainstay of the farm. 
T here are but two things that might 
be hoped for that could help the hug 
situation, and that would be cold, wet 
w eather to prevent tile 
eggs 
from 
hatching, or hot, wet w eather to start 
disease among them. 
In many fields the Hessian fly is 
getting in his work very seriously at 
this time. Apparently nothing can be 
done with reference to the fly, nor 
hoped for, since w eather conditions 
do not appear to have any particular 
effect on this pest. 
We are finding at this time w hat 
last fall appeared to be evident that 
we would find, that is, that some of 
the late sown fields are being as bad­ 
ly damaged by fly as the early sown, 
and in some cases a good deal w orse. 


When the First Flies Hatch. 
W hen the first brood of flies hatch 
in the spring they seek the younger 
and 
tenderer 
plants, 
consequently 
leave the larger growth, and where 
the early sowing was not too serious­ 
ly damaged in the fall it seems to be 
suffering som ew hat less 
now 
than 
the later sowing. 
It was the early sown fields, how­ 
ever, in which the fly lived, and it 
seems to be of little use for some to 
sow* late in a community, if a number 
of others sow early. 
It becomes evident again that w*e 
Jose out through lack of co-operation 
and understanding,

would plow* his w heat stubble under

Excellent Specimen of Homer Pigeon 
Conductor W eller Killed 
(By E. VAN BENTHUTSEN.) 
A young pigeon, unlike a young 
chicken, cannot feed itself, but must 
be fed by the old bird. 
Very often squabs do not leave the 
nest until they are a month old and 
ready for the market. 
Sometimes the old birds will favor 
one of their offspring and feed it con­ 
tinually, allowing the others to go 
hungry much of the time. 
It is not 
unusual to see one large, plump bird 
and a half-starved, puny one in the 
same nest, both having been hatched 
at the same time. 
The male bird sits on the nest at 
night and the female in the daytime. 
Some dealers say that this is the only 
true test of mating. 
Vermin is a constant menace to 
pigeons and must be always fought. 
Frequent 
whitewashing, 
absoiute 
cleanliness, and tobacco-stems placed 
in the nests will generally keep the 
birds reasonably clean. 
Pigeons must have clean water for 
bathing, once every day, 
It should 
be given them early in the morning. 
The birds cannot live without it. 
The bathing dishes should be emp­ 
tied immediately after the birds have 
used it, as it quickly becomes foul and 
should not be allowed to stand. 
The pigeon that goes about with 
drooping w ings is a sick bird. 
At the first sign of sickness, the 
bird should be taken out of the pens 
and placed by itself. Unless it is very 
valuable it should he killed at the 
end of three days if it is not entirely 
well. 


Squabs arc pretty well covered with 
feathers when they are three weeks 
old. 
Before engaging in the pigeon busi­ 
ness go and spend a week or two with 
some successful pigeon breeder. One 
can learn more in this way than from 
three months of reading. 
Nobody except a simpleton will buy 
pigeons whose mating is not absolute­ 
ly guaranteed. 
Even then ode should 
not buy except from a dealer with a 
high reputation, because even if the 
birds are guaranteed and they prove 
to be unmated much time will be lost 
before they can be replaced. 
The aim of every pigeon dealer is to 
prodf.ee the largest amount of meat 
in his bird. 
For this reason scrub 
stock should never be .used. 
No artificial heat is required in 
pigeon houses, but they must be ab­ 
solutely tight as drafts are fatal. 
Pigeons begin to lay two weeks aft­ 
er mating. They lay two eggs w’hieh 
hatch in about eighteen days. 
The old birds stop feeding the young 
squabs when the next pair 
hatch. 
Each pair of birds should be provid­ 
ed with tw'o nests. 
Pigeons cannot thrive unless they 
have a place in which to fly. 
Con­ 
fined in houses they will quickly con­ 
tract consumation and die. 
Even in 
the coldest weather they should be 
allowed to fly outdoors when they 
please. 
The breeding season is from March 
to September, but extra good breed­ 
ers will produce young ten months in 
the year.

Laws regulating 
the 
manufacture 
and sale of strong liquors (agvavit, 
brandy and whisky) have 
made

more and more difficult

law of 1894, no sale or no saloons are 
allowed in the rural districts. 
In the cities, the sale of liquor in 
saloons or restaurants

A RECORD FOR BATTLE HONORS 


In English Army Is Held by King’s 


Royal Rifle Corps.

E nder the guarantee of the Oversea 
trust, the chief of these articles, su­ 
gar beet seed, is now
